Washington, July 29-Special-It is no violation of con. 


ndence to say that the president and cabinet have agreed as 
to the terms of peace with Spam. 
This government will in- 


sist upon the concessions already outlined in these dispatches 
—the absolute indepen lence of Cuba, the cession of Porto 
Rico, a coaling station in the Philippines' and an American 
protectorate over them, and depots for coal1 and supplies in 
the Carolines and Ladrones. The question of further indemn- 
ity is yet to be determined, but this government will not be 
•strenuous or harsh in this respect. The terms will be com- 
municated to M. Cambon, the French ambassador through 
^rhom the peace proposals came, either this afternoon or to. 
morrow.

Washington, July 29—Special—It is now confidently ex- 


pected that after today's cabinet meeting the decision with 
regard to the peace negotiations with Spnin will be given the 
Frensh ambassador, the accredited agent oi the Madrid gov- 
ernment. There is reason to believe that after conference 
with members of the cabinet the president has already made 
up his mind. 
The conclusion he has reached, it is said, is to 


relinquish the Philippines, retaining a coaling station. The 
freedom of Cuba, and the retention of Porto Rico is looktd 
upon as a foregone conclusion. . The president's* decision 
however, may be changed before the cabinet disposes of the 
matter today. Strong influences are bearing on the presi- 
dent to induce him to keep Spain out of the Philippines, and 
the settlement of this point may delay the answer.
